The Cup in many 
ways is like our game 
itself — we are always 
going to do something 
with it but somehow 
are too busy when the 
time comes and it is 
left to die from lack of 
attention.

season. 

With the grand final 
winners crowned cham- 
pions as opposed to first 
past the post, tipping 
the 15th NSL champion 
is purely speculative.

NORTH and South Korea are to play 
friendly maches in each others’ capitals 
next month to promote the cause of 
national reconciliation. 

South Korean sports minister Chong Dong- 
Sung will accompany the team to Pyongyang, the 
first visit by a sports minister to the North 
Korean capital. 

In a surprise move, chief sport delegates of

The Arab nations 
and the countries of 
Africa do not appeal, 
whilst in South Amer- 
ica the playing stan- 
dard is almost as high 
as Europe, without the 
big money. 

Australia has a lot to 
offer our ambitious 
soccer players. 

— Chances of national 
selection and overseas 
trips at under 16 level, 
under 19's, under 23's 
and senior level. 

— Opportunity to play 
in the Olympic Games. 

Our best National 
League players can 
earn $30,000 for a sea- 
son and earn say an 


full-time playing staffs 
in some of our weal- 
thier clubs. 

A cheaper alterna- 
tive to complete full- 
time professionalism is 
to have our players 
training each morning 
and working part-time 
the rest of the week. 

Both alternatives 
are used by Europe's 
soccer clubs. 

Now that our best 
run soccer clubs have 
their own stadiums and 
social clubs, they 
should once more lead 
the way and take us 
out of the part-time 
professional set-up 
which has existed in 
this country for more 
than a 100 years.

After several failed 
attempts in soccer by 
various clubs, the time 
has come to make full 
professionalism work 
and lift our game. 

As stated last week 
in this column, no one 
nor no organisation 
can afford to stand 
still.
